It Is essential 
that one should have a love for the work, 
should be energetic snd possessing a 
strong individuality. Rules cannot be laid 
down hard and fast governing the oper¬ 
ations necessary to succeed in sfiy locali¬ 
ty. Every site, soil and season requires 
variation of methods applicable to them, 
and the problem arising out of tbfese 
change* art* solved by experiments of 
the individual orchanlist. General, prin¬ 
ciples are required, but variation must 
be practiced if success does not follow 
their application: hence the need for such 
a man as above described.
